The woman made it 
and laundered it and sent it to her 
customer. 
When he got it the Irish­ 
man found the shirt had been starched 
nil the way around instead of only in 
the bosom, and he returned it, with 
the remark that he didn’t want a shirt 
that was all collar. 
“The trouble with you, Shallubar- 
ger," said Mr. Lincoln, “is that you 
want the army all staff and no army.”

The country has learned much about 
north shore scenery since President 
Taft made Beverly his summer home. 
The correspondents who arrived at 
Beverly ahead of the president and 
those who came with him sent out 
glowing descriptions of the natural 
beauties of the summer capital and its 
neighborhood. 
Of some of Its most striking fea­ 
tures, UovfLner, they have said never 
a word. 
Chief among these features 
are. the islands in Salem bay. 
These lie directly in the front yard, 
so lo speak, of the president’s summer 
home. 
The president sees them every 
time he looks out of a window on the j 
water side of the house. 


T he Islands of Salem Bay. 
Without them the view would he j 
tame. They give character to the rork- 
fcound bay and suggest stories of other 
times—of passing ships homeward or 
outward bound, of nocturnal landings 
in the old smuggling days and of ship­ 
wreck in sight of iK» t. 
The president would have to organ­ 
ize an expedition to visit these islands. 
He can’t drive, walk or taxicab to 
them, aud there is no regular water 
conveyance to any except the largest. 
So the president is likely to pass the 
summer at Beverly without setting 
foot on them. 
W here W inthrop Sailed. 
Salem bay and its islands are asso­ 
ciated with some of the most interest­ 
ing periods of the country’s develop­ 
ment. 
On the largest island, Baker’s, are 
the two lighthouses known to lands­ 
men as “Mr. and Mrs. Baker,” which 
guide the mariner into the channel 
and when he is there are straight in 
line behind him. to make a back range 
for his passage up the harbor. 
Very 
properly “Mrs. Baker” is smaller than 
her husband. 
When in line the two 
lighthouse towers cannot be distin­ 
guished from each other. 
Past this island and up this channel 
came Winthrop and his fleet to settle 
Salem. 
Here for two ccuturies the 
ships of Salem, on which the town 
built its wealth, counted themselves 
home from sea when Baker’s was 
abeam.

Hew to Tell Dangeroue Ones Fror- 
the Harmless. 
The arrival of vaealion time and the 
eonsiKjuent excursions Into meadow 
and mountain land give timely interest 
to a small pamphlet written by ltay- 
mond L. Ditmars. curator of reptiles 
In the New York zoological park, en­ 
titled “Poisonous Snakes of tbe United 
States-H ow to Distinguish Them.” 
“It is not generally appreciated,” 
says Mr. Ditmars In this pamphlet, 
“that inhabiting the United States are 
some of the most deadly known spe­ 
cies of snakes, and these fairly teem 
In some parts of the country. Even in 
tbe east—In the Immediate vicinity of 
well known summering places—poison­ 
ous snakes are abundant. 
It is well 
to know how to distinguish them from 
the many harmless and really ben­ 
eficial reptiles. 
“As will presently be explained, the 
North 
American 
dangerous 
snakes 
may be easily distinguished, except 
tw o . nud these are the coral snakes, 
having a slender body and a head not 
at all distinct from the neck-in fact, 
looking precisely like the harmless rep 
tiles. 
And they actually belong to 
the same family as the innocuous ser­ 
pents—the colubridne. 
This family is 
divided into a number of subfamilies. 
The cobras and their deadly allies of 
the old world and the coral snakes of 
the new world form one of these 
subfamilies—the elapinae. 
From the 
typical harmless snakes they differ 
only in the possession of a very short, 
fixed pair of venom conducting teeth 
in the forward part of the upper jaw 
and by the absence of a small scale 
on each side of tbe head (the loreal 
plate), between the eye and the nos­ 
tril. Fortunately, such deceptive look­ 
ing re p file s are limited to two species 
I in the United States. 
As they are pe­ 
culiarly colored they may be recog­ 
nized with little difficulty. 
“Both of the species of the claps in- 
: habit tbe southern part of tbe country. 
The common coral snake or harlequin 
snake occurs from southern North 
Carolina to Florida and westward to 
I Texas. 
It is most abundant In Geor- 
i gia. Florida’. Alabama and Louisiana. 
! The Sonoran coral snake is restricted 
to Arizona, New Mexico and northern 
Mexico. Both of the species are vivid­ 
ly ringed with scarlet, yellow and 
black—the red and black rings the 
broadest. 
“Described in detail, the pattern of 
the coral snakes may he given as 
broad, alternating rings of red and 
black, the latter bordered with very 
narrow rings of yellow. And here we 
encounter 
a 
difficulty, 
for several 
harmless snakes ‘mimic’ these species 
in displaying exactly the same colors 
and arranged in ringlike fashion. Yet 
there is one unvarying difference that 
will always distinguish the dangerous 
reptiles from their innocuous ‘imita­ 
tors,’ as the yellow rings of the poi­ 
sonous snakes always border the black 
rings, while among the non-venomous 
makes there are pairs of black rings 
bordering a yellow one. 
“The erotaline snakes, the rattle­ 
snakes. copperhead and the moccasin 
may be easily told. 
We may dispose 
of the rattlesnakes with a simple sug­ 
gestion. and that is to look for the rat­ 
tle. a prominent and an absolutely 
unique organ among snakes. Its pres­ 
ence immediately brands the owner, 
as a dangerous reptile. 
"Thus we understand how to recog­ 
nize all of the North American poison­ 
ous snakes except the moccasins—two 
species.” 


How to Remove Grease From Soup. 
“You never can use that broth to­ 
day,” said au old housekeeper who was 
making a rich lamb broth for an iu- 
j valid. 
“It will be so greasy no diges­ 
tion could staud it.” 
“Watch me.” laughed the girl, “and 
your experience may gain a lesson 
from a novice.” 
She cut half dozen squares of brown 
paper that fitted easily over the top of 
the soup kettle and put a layer over 
the floating grease on top of the liquid. 
In a short time the paper was soaked 
with grease and was removed and 
thrown into the stove. 
The other 
pieces of paper iu turn were used iu 
the same way until the broth was freer 
from grease than if it had beeu stood 
on the ice for a day to form a solid 
cake.

Take the berries from the stem. 
Wash first if they seem dusty.

Four on boiling water, al­ 
lowing to eight quarts of the tarries 
six quarts of water. Cover and let 
stand twelve hours, then strain the 
berries and Juice, pressing out all the 
juice that can be forced through. 
Measure the Juice and mix with It 
spices in the following proportion: To 
four quarts Juice allow one table 
spoonful powdered cinnamon, one-half 
tablespoonfiil each allspice and ginger 
root, three and nno-lialf pounds sugar

cloves. 
Place all in a preserving kettle, boll 
five minutes, then pour into a stone 
jar, covering with a cloth. When cold 
add one yeast cake softened In water,

required.

The woman made it 
and laundered it and sent it to her 
customer. 
When he got it the Irish­ 
man found the shirt had been starched 
all the wuy around instead of only in 
the bosom, and he returned it, with 
the remark that he didn’t want a shirt 
that was all collar. 
“The trouble with you, Shallabar­ 
ger,” said Mr. Lincoln, “is that jtou 
want the army all staff aud no army.”

Elderberry Wine. 
Take the berries from the stem. 
Wash first if they seem dusty. Meas­ 
ure the fruit, place in an earthen or 
stone jar and mash well with a wood­ 
en masher. Tour on boiling water, al­ 
lowing to eight quarts of tile berries 
six quarts of water. Cover and let 
stand twelve hours, then strain the 
berries and juice, pressing out all the 
juice that can be forced through. 
Measure the juice and mix with it 
spices in the following proportion: To 
four quarts juice allow one table­ 
spoonful powdered cinnamon, one-half 
tablespoonful each allspice and ginger 
root, three and one-half pounds sugar 
and 
one-ha lr 
tablespoonful 
doves. 
Place all In a preserving kettle, boll 
five minutes, then pour into a stone 
jar. covering with a cloth. When cold 
add one yeast cake softened in water. 
hen allow the wine to ferment. When 
fermentation has entirely ceased rack 
off and bottle.
